counts of famine in northern Sweden as 
given in these dispatches. About 30,000- 
people .ire affected by this famine which 
extend? from the 61st to the 07th degree 
north 
latitude and from the Gulf 
of 


Bothnia and the .Russian border far into 
the interior. The straying- people are 
eating pi-ne bark, which is dried, ground 
to powder, mixed with stewed Iceland 
moss and made into a kind of famine 
bread. Coincident with the failure ot 
the crop is the, extreme scarcity "of fish. 
Unc fishermen return from their expedi- 
tions empty handed. Even 
ptarmigan, 


usually found in great numbers in the 
stricken district, have almost completely 
disappeared. 


It is estimated that the expenditure of 


about 30,800,000 will be 
necessary to 


save the population 
from declination. 


Thus far about §200,000 has been sub 
scribed of which sum over $l-jH>0 was 
sc.ut by 
Swedes in the United States. 


This amount does not include the money 
necessary to save the breeJ of cattle, 
which Joiio can live through an Arctic 
winter, or supply seed for the spring 
sowings. The peasants arc making pa- 
thetic sacrifices to avert the extermina- 
tion of the Inirdy northern cattle. Jti 
previous times of scarcity good fodder 
was obtainable by mixing .reindeer moss 
an daspeii bark. Now this is not avail- 
able and finely chopped twigs of birch, 
wiimw and n-h 
arc 
substituted. The 


mixture is boiled and fed lo the cattle 
warm, but it is found that the milk of 
calthi thus fed letuts lo typhoid fever.

There are 10'5 Republicans in the two 


houses of the legislature, thirty in the 
senate and seventy-five in the assembly, 
and the result of the roll call shows ev- 
ery one of them was present, at the cau- 
cus last night and voted. Tho only sur- 
prise of the evening was when Assembly- 
man Evans answered f.o ihe call of his 
name, but the explanation made by the 
Waushara member after the caucus had 
adjourned removed any doubt there may 
have been 'that a single .Republican in the 
legislature; will "east his " vote against 
Senator Spooner whe.n the-rle.ction of sen- 
ator takes place.

objections to other features of the trea- 
ty. Senator Taliaferro, of Florida, made 
in argument before the committee urging 
amendments to ilie provisions relating to 
:obaeco and cattle, and senator? Bacon 
and Bailey, lioth .Democratic members of 
ihe committee indicated opposition to 
the treaty on other grounds. 


Senator Bailey took positive ground 


igainst .the policy of securing reciprocal 
•elations with other countries by menus 
of treaties. He' said thai sucli a course 
is unconstitutional and that it is an in- 
terference with the authority vested in 
the house of representatives to originate 
all mriff legislation. 


The amendment ajrrend upon i? in ilie 
inpc of 11 proviso n-ttaehed to the eighth 


•irticle of the treaty nnd is as follows:

Trovided,'that, while this convention 


is in force, 'iio 'sugar being the product 
of soil of the republic of Cubn, shall be 
exported from said republic 'to the Unit- 
ed Slalcs ill a greater reduction of duty 
tlmn 20 per cent, below Iho rates pre- 
scribed,by the net of July 24. 1897; nnd 
provided further, that while Ihis onn- 
vcniion is in force no sugar shall be im-

ripening cream, testing 5 per cent, 10, 
15 20 aud il per cent of the culture. 
It'found that the 5 per cent culture 
ripened it in fifteen hours and the 25 
per cent in five hours, but thc highest 
score for flavor was obtained by the 
smaller per cent aud larger time of 
ripening at a lower temperature. A 
culture made at tbe college of pasteur- 
ized sldmmllk gave as good results as 
one made of equal parts of whole milk, 
skimmilk and buttermilk.

Expenditure of 86,300,000 Xecessary 


to Prevent Population From De- 


cimation-Danger of Severe 


Epidemic. 


LOXDOX, Jan. 15.—Telegrams 
froin 


Stockholm confirm the distressing ac- 
counts of famine in northern Sweden as 
given in these dispatches. 
About 30,000. 


people are affected by this famine which 
extends from the 61st to the 67th degree 
north 
latitude and from the Gulf 
of 


Bothnia and the Kuasian border far into 
the interior. The stravin!» people are 
eating pine bark, which is dried, ground 
to powder, mixed irith stewed Iceland 
moss and made into a kind of famine 
bread. Coincident with the failure oi 
the crop is the extreme scarcity "of fish. 
'j.ne fishermen return from their expedi- 
tions empty handed. Even ptarmigan, 
usually found in great numbers in the 
stricken district, have almost completely 
disappeared. 


It is estimated that the expenditure of 


about $6,800,000 will be necessary to 
save the population from 
decimation. 


Thus far about §200,000 has been sub- 
scribed of which sum over SI 2,500 was 
sent by Swedes in the United States. 
This amount does not include the. money 
necessary to save the breed of cattle, 
which alone can live through an Arc-tie 
winter, or supply seed for the spring 
sowings. The peasants arc making pa- 
thetic sacrifices to avert the extermina- 
tion of the hardy northern cattle. In 
previous times of scarcity good fodder 
was obtainable by mixing .reindeer moss 
an daspeii bark. Xow this is not avail- 
able and finely chopped twigs of birch, 
wniow and ash arc 
substituted. The 


mixture is boiled and fed to the cattle 
warm, but it is found that the milk of 
cattle thus fed leads to typhoid fever. 
This 'and other diseases are certain to 
spread unless relief 
is hastened. The 


istuation threatenes a repetition of the 
terrible firmine of 1SU7 when thousands 
died from starvation and typhoid- fever. 
A special commissioner of the Swedish 
government, who has jn*t returned from 
the scene of the distress emphasizes the 
necessity for the adoption of immediate 
plans to abate the distress. His report 
has caused a most painful 
impression.'

The action was taken nt.tlie instance 
of the beet sugar men. 


Today's -meeting also served to develop 


objections to other features of the trea- 
ty. Senator Taliaferro, of Florida, made 
in argument before the committee urging 
iniendments to the provisions relating to 
;obacco and cattle, and senators Bacon 
and Bailey, both Democratic members of 
;he committee indicated opposition to 
the treaty on other grounds. 


Senator Bailey took positive ground 


against the" policy of securing reciprocal 
relations with other countries.by means 
of treaties. He' said that such a course 
s unconstitutional and that it is ah in- 
:erference with- the authority vested in 
Jie house of representatives to originate 
all tariff legislation.

The amendtnent agreed upon is in the 


«hapc of a proviso attached to the eighth 
irtiele of the treaty and is as follows: . 


"Provided,'that, while this convention 


!s in force, 'no 'sugar being the product 
of soil of tlie Republic of Cuba, shall'be 
'.\ported from said republic to the Unit- 
ed States at a greater reduction of duty 
than 20 per cent, below the rates pre- 
scribed .by the act of July 24, 1897: and 
trovided further, that while this Con- 
vention is in force no sugar shall be im- 
lorted into the United States from any 
other foreign country at a lower rate 
of duty than' that imposed by the act of 
July 24, 1897." 


The committee voted down a motion 


made by Senator Racon to strike out ar- 
;icle fi of the treaty exempting American 
tobacco from 'preferential rates given by 
Cuba to American articles. 


It is claimed that the. adoption of the 


imendmcnt relative to the reduction on 
sugar will have the effect, of insuring 
the support of practically all the Repub- 
ican senator?. The refusal to strike out 
the provision regarding tobacco was be- 
cause of the plea on the part of the Cu- 
bans that under it 
American ^tobacco 


might be shipped to Cuba and then cx- 
lorted from that island as Cuban tobac- 
co. If Senator Bacon's pending amend- 
ment should be1 adopted the treiity would 
not become effective until it should be. 
acted upon by the house. That amend-

A communication'wm'today received 


at this office from Hiram Smith, post- 
master of the city of Racine, in which he 
states many interesting 
facts 
which 


should be carefully observed by readers 


who, 
when they arc about to send a let- 


ter should see that the address., town or 
city and state are correctly written on 
the envelope. Much mail each year is 
delayed on account of persons failing to 
give the proper addresses, but informa- 
tion reveals the fact that during the 
holiday rush at the Kacine postotficc 
very little if any mail was delayed on 
this account. Take for instance in writ- 
ing a'jctter to a business man in the 
same city in which you reside. You put 
the letter in your pocket and forget to 
mai lit. The address on tlie envelope is 
to the party to whom you wish the let- 
ter to go to and only "city" marked for 
the postal authorities to ascertain where 
it should be delivered. 


Business compels you to take a trip to 


a neighboring city and when there you 
find a number of letters in your pocket 
whieh ought to be mailed. In the mail 
box they go and when received at the 
station the one addressed "city" to a 
party in your home town is in great 
danger of ever reaching it proper destin- 
ation. Then you wonder why the Itt- 
ter was not delivered to tlie party to 
whom it was addressed. 
This.mistakeis. 


made every day and more care should 'be 
exercised in the addressing of mail mat- 
ter to avoid trouble and delay. 


A letter for local delivery should not 


be addressed, "city'' but Bacine.. Wiscon- 


sin. 
. , 


As a> 'matter 
of 
experience;! three- 


fourths of the lost and delayed letters 
arc due io careless or ignorant address- 


ing. 
In this otticc the number of "nix- 


ies." that is. letters with no address, or. 
with insiiilicient addresses, is from twen- 
tv to thirty a day. and the number of 
letters mailed without any stamps, or 
with internal revenue stamps or Cana- 
dian stamps, and consequently held for 
postage, will average twenty-five a day. 
In addition to this, a large number of 
letters are. addre.-sed and fail of deliver}-' 
or reach the wrong person by reason of 
faulty address. The 
postotlicc depart- 


ment makes it a business to supply de- 
ficiencies in addresses, and tlie number 
of letters which are thus saved from de- 
lay or lo.-s greatly exceeds those which 
fail of delivery through insufficient or 
faulty address. 


Each postolliee is supplied with a di- 


rectory of the streets and avenues of the 
cities of the United States, with their 
numbers, and by this means letters on 
which the city or slate has been omitted 
can be forwarded. The importance and 
necessity of placing a return card on the 
letter should not be overlooked. Many 
business letters have the return card on 
them, but do not specify the number of 
davs. In most eases it is of utmost im- 
portance that the letter, of not. deliver- 
ed, should"be returned within a reason- 
able time, say five or ten days. It', a 
time limit is not placed on the return 
card, the letter is held for thirty days. 
In case there is a bill or statement of ac- 
count in the letter it does not get hack 
in time to be accounted for on the books 
before another month begins. This-lit- 
tle point alone would save a great deal 
of labor and trouble to many business 
concerns. Another source of weakness 
in addressing letters is in the abbrebia- 
tio not' the states. It is best to write 
out certain of the shorter states, and 
some of the abbreviations which conflict 
should be avoided. Important letters ad 
dressed to names which, are likely to be 
repeated in the directory should not be 
sent without some mark to designate the 
business of the man or his street num- 
ber or some elew as to his identity. T 
would like to suggest that the schools 
give two or three lessons each term in 
this important matter of addressing and 
preparing letters for mailing. The idea 
should be extended further'and the pu- 
pils should be taught how to send money 
by mail and how to register letters and 
otherwise avail tliemseTvcs of the won- 
derfullv cheap and complete facilities for 
communication which 
the government 


has placed at everybody's door in the 
postal service.

CTBAX LABOR. 


Late statistics from Havana show 


Cuban industries are by no means to be 
sneezed at. 
The representatives of Cu- 


ban labor have given figures before their 
senate committee of foreign affairs from 
which it is iearncd some facts that dem- 
instrate. the Cuban people are a differ- 
ent brand from the supply down further 
towards the southern half of the conti- 
nent. The Cuban breweries arc now pay- 
ing .*40,00i) a moiith for their labor and 
the annual production is 40.000 barrels a 
year, this is within 30.000 barrels of the 
annual consumption, thus it is seen Cu- 
ban breweries are now making over half 
of the annual requirements. A 
paper 


factory has a pay roll of $10,000 a month 
and has 200 employes. Then there arc 
some soap manufacturers producing 150,- 


[ 000 boxes a year, paying $1.1.000 a month 


for labor. 
The soap manufacturers are 


making nearly three times as much as 
is imported, the importations of that ar- 
ticle being placed at between 40.000 and 
50.000 boxes. Then Cuba produces 200,- 
000 pounds of chocolate anraially 
and 


there are 200 employed in lithographing 
in Havana. Then it is stated there is an 
oil refinery located at Havana employing 
150 men but this must be a mistake, or 
else the Standard don't know it.

Probably of all,the 
means adopted to curtail the sale of liq- 
uor, this South Carolina plan is the least

If the 
Rev. Sam Jones is correctly informed, 
the third evil is that it furnishes the ne- 
gro with the very kind of cheap poison 
in the form of liquor, against the use 
of which he should be most strenuously 
protected."

Today these dairymen 
find more profit in supplying neighbor- 
ing cities with milk, and the butter' 
making honors have bcc-E passed to 
younger and possibly moi'ii successful 
sections." 
Dclrylns Neglected In Oklahoma. 
Dairying is a slow proposition' in all 


new countries, says Farm and Ranch 
of Dallas, Tex. There are too much de- 
tail and too much close attention, to 
business required in dairying to suit 
the free and easy ways that new'set- 
tlers adopt whqu their move is intended 
to better^ their condition. This is a 
complaint that conies .from Oklahoma. 
Wheat, corn, cotton and cattle feed are 
monopolizing the attention 
of Okla- j 


homa farmers,, and they are making j 
tilings hum along these lines. The re- 
sources of that territory for profitable j 
dairying are not surpassed anywhere in ; 
the country, but the industry will be 
slow to mature. Dairying is a form of 
advanced agricultural, enterprise that 
takes years to develop. Compared witli 
Oklahoma, Texas is an old state, and 
Texas dairying is 'Still in a formative 
state, developing,:it is true, but riot de- 
veloped.

The Ontario Agricultural college has 


been testing the use of cultures in 
ripening cream, testing 5 per cent, 10, 
15, 20 and 25 per cent of the culture. 
It found that the 5 per cent culture 
ripened it in fifteen hours and the 25 
per cent in five hours,- but the highest 
score for flavor was obtained by the 
smaller per cent and larger time of 
ripening at a lower temperature. A 
culture made at the college of pasteur- 
ized sldmmllk gave as good results as 
one made of equal parts of whole milk, 
skimrnilk and buttermilk.

In the spring of 1SS3, they returned -to 


Hacinej. where they have resided since, 
on the same premises that they occupied 
before their removal. 
Eight children 


were born to them, of whom two are 
dead, and six with one step-son survive. 
They have had twenty grand children, 
and six great grand children.. Mr. Evans 
followed the business of manufacturer 
of shingles for rhany years, and had his 
fa.ctory near his present elwelling house. 
He was of a most kindly disposition 'and 
made friends of everybody, and was al- 
ways ready ami wiHing to help all who 
needed his assistance. 


He was very much interested in music, 


from his youth, and took prominent part 
in musical matters in years gone by. 
When he grew old he used to sing - and 
play on the melodian for his own amuse- 
ment, and to the delight of others. He 
was a devoted member and pillar in the 
Welsh Congregational church, Park ave- 
nue, almost from its organization and 
one of its most efficient officers. He was 
one of the organizers of the Welsh Bible 
society of Racine, and its first president 
He will be greatly missed by his aged 
companions in life for nearly sixty years, 
as well as by his children, and numerous 
friends and neighbors.
